Despite the big jum p in northern 
tier states, the nationwide total of 
I IGO cases reported lor the co m ­ 
parable week of 1953. So far, 1955 
has been a m arkedly lighter polio 
vear than 1954.

The Modern Dowry 


Editorial bv Bruce r.iossat 
Men. it looks as if we re going 
to have to modify our approach to 
marriage. 
Some of the hard eco­ 
nomic realities of the 1950's seem 
to be catching up with us. 
Sylvia Porter, an astute econom 
ic reporter, turned an embarrass­ 
ing spotlight on these tact* in a 
recent column lf this sort of thine 
keeps on. there'll be no way out 
but to get a new script. 
Some of us. of course, have al­ 
ways rushed into marriage head­ 
long. 
But most tend to delay the 
big step, sometime* for quite a 
while. 
And one of our favorite 
lines, heretofore considered unan 
swerable. is: 
“ Darling, I can’t af­ 
ford to marry you ye* ” 
Well. 
now. according to 
Mi** 
Porter the present day income tax 
laws are so framed that the* cirl 
is on von sound ground if she re 
plies: 
“You can t afford NOT to 
marry me." 


What she mans, naturally, is that 
tax savings accruing to the mar­ 
ried state are so substantial that 
a fellow who in.*i*ts on .staying 
single must lie judged as having 
no head at all tor business 
Miss Porter doesn t want to run 
down the romantic* side of marriage 
in the mid 20th century. 
But she 
feels compelled to dec lare that mar­ 
riage today is also a “magnificent 
financial deal.*' 
In the first place, the little wom­ 
an automatically provides >ou with 
an extra $600 person:*! exemption 
More 
important, 
when 
you’re 
married you can file a joint return 
under which your income is divid­ 
ed between the* two marriage part 
Hers and taxed separately at lower 
rates. 
If your total joint income is 
$4000. your yearly saving is 5172 
If $8000. it s $252 
F or those who 
get past $10,000 a year. a wile- be­ 
gins to look almost like a pass 
from the Bureau of Internal Hove 
Hue. 
Savings 
in 
that 
category 
come to $600 annually. 
The cho* 
en few who make $50,000 or more 
find a wife worth S6874 in tax sav­ 
ings. 


Miss Perter doesn t rest her case 
with figures like these. 
She shows 
what these savings would amount 
to if capitalized at 6 per cent coi r 
a married life of 20 or 30 years. 
And she details a lot of secondary 
economies, not the least of which 
is the fact that you get yourself a 
free nurse in case of illness. 
In the old days, a bride to bo 
was expected to offer her man 
something in the way of a dowry 
But dowries went out of fashion. 
Today, however, a girl can make 
a much mon* convincing case than 
her grandmother could with talk 
of dowries. 
All sh*- needs to do. 
suggests Mi*s Porter, is to have 
a copy of tho tax tables handy 
when the man is wavering 
ll he 
has any sense, that should do it 
The fellow who still wants to 
put marriage off in the face of 
the compelling economic advantag 
cs will not only have* to be a bit 
foolhardy. He ll have to be a pretty 
imaginative talker to sound even 
half way convincing.
